Town’s 1958 Tax Rate 
Unchanged At 50 Mills 


A mill rate of 50, the same as 
last year, was set for the Town of 
Vulcan at the regular town coun¬ 
cil meeting held Monday evening 
of this week. The school mill rate, 
reflecting an increased govern¬ 
ment grant to the County of Vul¬ 
can with a subsequent lower re¬ 
quisition on the Town of Vulcan, 
was reduced one mill, to 26 mills 
from last year’s 27, but higher 
costs forced a one mill increase in 
the municipal rate, from 19 mills 
last year to 20 this year. The hos¬ 
pital rate remains the same at 4 
mills. 

Estimates for the year include 
the construction of several blocks 
of concrete sidewalks. The new 
well is being tested this week and 
is expected to be tied into the 
town’s water system in the near 
future. 

Building permits were approved 
as follows: Vulcan Municipal Hos¬ 
pital, 48 x28 fiame dwelling, esti¬ 
mated cost 512,000. Contractor, R. 
Kerruish. 

E. G. McPherson, 7x6 addition 
to dwelling. 

A. Sokvitne, 44 x 27 frame 
dwelling, estimated cost $8,000. 
Contractor, self. 

J. M. Jamison, 20 x 24 frame 
garage, estimated cost $1,500. Con¬ 
tractor, self. 

Other business included the con¬ 
firming of the appointment of 
Karl Degen of Red Deer as second 
constable.
